In the mounting hostility which Russia manifested toward 
the West, the domestic fight in the U. S. against Communist and 
Communist-front groups-brought increasing fire against the JPFO. 

Last July, the MENORAH JOURNAL. opened fire on the Con- 
gress for the continued affiliation of the Fraternal Order, Though 
Congress officials refused to discuss the issue publicly, the Post 
learned last December that Congress leaders were anxious to ex- 
pel both the JPFO and the American Jewish Labor Council, an-

Jewish Federations Won't Help 


ALL-DAY SCHOOLS MAY HAVE 
TO ASK FEDERAL AID, WARNING

Jewish schools may be forced to 
join® the movement for Federal 
aid to parochial schools if Jewish 
federations continue to withhold 
financial help was sounded here 
this week. 


The warning was issued at the 
first nationwide conference spon- 
sored ‘by the National Associa- 
tion of Hebrew Day School Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations. 


Mrs. Ruth Waldman, in her 
lkeynote address as president, 
lamblasted federations who have 
Money “for everything but maxi- 
mai Jewish education.” 

“A growing number of dele- 
gates feel that if the Federations 
persist in their refusal to help 
day schools, these schools may be 
forced to align themselves with 
those forces in American life that 
are today agitating for Federal 
aid to! parochial schools,” she 
said. 

Vateaabaad by starvation is worse 


than going outside of the Jewish 
community for help,” she added. 
“The day school movement is 
growing and we will definitely 
not be stopped by undemocratic 
elements in control of Welfare 
Funds.” 

A survey indicated that the 
idea of asking for federal aid is 
not yet the official opinion of the 
association but it does represent 
the feeling of a sizable and grow- 
ing number of delegates.

A slight hitch delayed for a 
few hours the election of Daniel 
Frisch, Hoosier Zionist leader, as 
president to succeed Dr. Eman- 
uel Neumann, fulfilling a life- 
long ambition for the stocky, 
hard-working Zionist. 

As delegates to the 52nd an- 
nual convention began returning 
to their homes, a strong but un- 
verified rumor arose that Frisch 
was to be named to the vacancy 
on the Jewish Agency executive 
deliberately left open by the last 
World Zionist Actions Commit- 
tee. 

The convention, which attract- 
ed more than 1,200 delegates but 
far less than the advertised ad- 
vance hopes of 2,000, left un- 
answered more questions than it 
answered. 

Silver In Running 


It did produce a definite state- 
ment from Dr. Abba Hillel Silver 
that he was not retiring and in- 
tended to be back in the fray by 
the time the next World Zionist 
Congress is held next year. He 
made it plain that he intended to 
continue his battle for vindica- 
tion on his losing fight to pre- 
vent the Jewish Agency from 
controlling the United Jewish 
Appeal, 

That fight furnished the only 
big floor scrap at the convention 
here last week-end. At the last 
moment, the Committee for Pro- 
gressive Zionism read a prepared 
statement which angered the 
delegates and especially Dr. Sil- 
ver, who demanded its retraction 
before proceeding with the elec- 
tion. 

Ezra Shapiro of Cleveland, a 
CPZ leader, read the statement 
which rejected the convention 
stand endorsing Silvers fight 
at the closing moments of the 
Sunday afternoon session. He 

refused to withdraw his state 
ment.

a | Of Kosher Butcher Shop, Charges Discrimination

P ADELPHIA—A World War II veteran, 
- who appealed to President Truman to help him 
get approval to rwn a Kosher butcher shop, 
charged this week that he was discriminated 
against in a hearing before the Vaad Hakash- 
ruth. 
Charles Sussman was refused approval and 
&@ certificate of supervision by the Vaad to 
opetate a kosher place after the hearing last 
week at the home of Rabbi B. L. Levinthal, 
chief of the Philadelphia Orthodox Rabbinate. 
Sussman was questioned by Rabbi Ephraim 
E. Yolles, president of the Beth Din of the 
Vaad. The decision to reject his bid was an- 
nounced by Abraham A. Levinthal, local attor- 
' hey and secretary of the Vaad. He also is a 
son of Rabbi Levinthal. 

Sussman told The Post that at the hear- 
ing, Rabbi Yolles handed him some Hebrew 
to read and he couldn’t. Sussman charged he 
was refused his certificate for that inability. 

He said that he could read the Hebrew let- 
ters which are used on Kosher meat to sig- 
nify the day, month, initial of the schochet and 
the letter that stands for the portion of the 
Torah. 


He had taken instruction in that phase of 
kashrut but, he charged, Rabbi Yolles handed 
him a totally unrelated piece of material to 
read. The discrimination charge was contained 
in Sussman’s contention that another appli- 
cant, who claimed to have had a certificate in 
Montreal, wasn’t asked to read any Hebrew. 

A large delegation of kosher butchers, in- 
cluding the president of the Kosher Butchers’ 
Association, attended the hearing which at- 
tracted a good deal of attention Nheally. 

Sussman also told The Post he has been ap- 
proached by several local Orthodox rabbis wil- 
ling to give him Kashruth supervision but said 
he wants to hold out for a certificate from the 
governing authority. 

He is now operating a butcher ship in a 
Jewish neighborhood which sells Kosher 
meat but he has no certificate to mark it as 

Officially Kosher, 

He has complained in letters and telegrams 
to President Truman, to Philadelphia Mayor 
Bernard Samuel and the Department of Jus 
tice Anti-Trust division. Mayor Samuel ap 
pointed Dr. Myer Solis Cohen, prominent le 
eal doctor, to investigate Sussman’s charges.

One delegate interpreted Rabbi 
Silver’s speech as “intending the 
reduce the income of the UJA,” 
but got no further. It was Louis 
Lipsky who, by prior arrange- 
ment at a CPZ caucus Saturday 
afternoon, took issue with Dr. 
Silver and who introduced a re- 
solution to reser the issue to — 


incoming national administrafive 
council for action. 

Lipsky used all his political 
skill to oppose the most popular 
Zionist leader of the times and 
yet carry the adoring audience 
into an action denounced so 
strongly by the leader. 

“Dr. Silver is one of the greate 
est talents in the Zionist move- 
ment,” Lipsky said in one sens 
tence. His next sentence was: 
“He has great virtues and some 
faults.” The next sentence was 
along the lines that a great man 
would be capable of magnanim: 
ity and generosity. 

Lipsky said there were two 
sides to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal quarrel and asked, “Do we 
want to add to the troubles of 
the Jewish Agency?” 

Silver Saves The Day 

A motion to table Lipsky’s mos 
tion was defeated. Then Dr. Neus 
mann, Mortimer May, the new 
chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, and Dr. Silver took the 
floor and the day was won for 
the “autonomy” resolution. 

May challenged Goldmann’s 
right to intervene in the argu- 
ment and asked what district he 
represented. But it was Dr. Sil- 
ver who saved his own day. He 
challenged the interpretation of 
Lipsky’s motion as a peace move, 
He said it was a clear repudiae 
tion of the position he and Neu- 
mann had taken. He said that if 
the resolution were referred to 
the incoming administration for 
action, he would feel himself 
“completely repudiated.” 

The convention then defeated 
the Lipsky motion and passed 
the autonomy resolution, then 
came the first CPZ statement 
and subsequently the second. 

The final outcome was to pre- 
sent Frisch with his first real 
headache. As ZOA president, he 
was committed to the autonomy 
stand, which was anathema to 
the CPZ members whose votes 
helped to elect him. 

The convention also failed to 
produce a program. The much- 
discussed report of the committee 
on reorientation headed by Judge 
Simon Rifkind of New York was 
contained in a 16-page document, 

The report restated the general 
principles already widely enun- 
ciated in Zionist discussion since 
the last convention but did not 
= forth a specific program.

Smolar, a Communist. 

The link with the WJC was 
the last official connection for 
Polish Jewry with any inter- 
national Jewish organization. 

Similar action was expected 
from Jewish organizations in 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary, 
where democratically-chosen leade 
ers were purged and replaced by 
Communists.

I took out my card. “Put me back on the mailing list,” I said. 

“Free of charge?” he was indignant, but he put the card away. 

“All right,” I said, “T’ll give you an article.” 

“No articles from you any more. You'll have to go through a 
period of probation.” 

“So I’ll write where I get paid.” Freda Utley came to see him 
and I had to leave. 

“Come again,” he said, “I didn’t get a chance to msult you.” 

Maybe the itch to see Sol came from Jeafing through the issues 
of the Chicago Jewish Forum, where I came across some pieces 
by Irving Levitas of Kansas City who, in spite of being Sol’s brother, 
is a darn nice fellow and a good Zionist.

HE largest funeral I attended in New York was that of Pro- 

fessor Chaim Tchernowitz, who died at the age of 78, in the 
midst of the most active period of his life as a scholar and editor. 
He was a remarkable man as an individual, and an interesting rep- 
resentative of a generation of East European Jewish scholars who 
combined traditional Jewish civilization with modern European cul- 
ture. 

Tchernowitz lived for a time in Odessa when Achad Ha-am and 
Bialik were there and he contributed greatly to the shaping of the 
particular Odessa atmosphere in which grew up the famous monthly 
magazine Hashiloah and such poets as Bialik and Chernichovsky. 
Here in New York Tchernowitz tried to carry on the same tradition 
and adapt it to local conditions. That is how he came to found ten 
years ago, his monthly magazine Bitzaron. Tchernowitz or, as he 
was known by his pen-name, Rav Tzair (Young Rabbi), maintained 
the high standards of the Odessa period. He was fearless and out- 
spoken in his articles on current problems and he sought to nurture 
Jewish thought and Jewish research in the Hebrew language. As 
I pen these lines, I learn that the Bitzaron will continue publication 
after the death of its founder.

LONDON, England—In a critical comment on 
Israe?s vote in the United Nations against a 
British trusteeship for Cyrenica, the powerful 
Jewish CHRONICLE of London asserted last 
week that Israel was obligated to consider in 
its international actions its connections with 


Jews throughout the world. 


The Anglo-Jewish weekly, in an editorial en- 
titled “spite and Spirit,” said that Aubrey Eban, 


the Israeli representative to 
the United Nations, had the 
right to cast the vote “for Is- 
rae] is a free and independent 
nations, with all the rights and 
privileges in world councils 
that go with that status.” 

The editorial said it was un- 
derstandable “in the light of 
the aberations of British policy 
in Palestine” that the Israeli 
might be skeptical of the' value 


of any British control of a territory. 


But the weekly argued that such doubt “could 
have been expressed in more moderate terms, 


even by a simple vote without necessarily join- 
ing in debate, than Mr. Eban appears to have 
permitted himself. His speech amounted to a 
charge in advance of bad faith by Britain.” 

The editorial said it was a “pity” that the 
occasion should have been used as one for “hav- 


ing a crack” at Britain “simply for the sake

of so doing by suggesting, for example, that 
strategic considerations would weigh more 
heavily with the United Kingdom than the_basic 
interests of the country.” 

Israel holds a special interest for all Jewry 
“from a sentimental and above all from a spir- 
itual standpoint,” the weekly said. 
the Diaspora should, by the same token, be held 
in special regard by Israel but there is danger 
that, in the first flush of enthusiastic estab 
lishment, this plain truth is being obscured.”

Gratitous 
embarrassments to all parts, and not least to 
Jews in the Galut, should not be sought if only, 
to put it at its lowest, for reasons of prudence 
and self-interest.”

Israel Spiritual Blow 
To Jewry, Book Claims

NEW YORK—A book published 
this week by the Jewish Ethical 
Society, “Jews Among the Na- 
tions,” by Dr. Shlome Simon, ar- 
gues that the emergence of .the 
Jewish State, although acclaimed 
as a victory for the Jews, in real- 
ity represented a spiritual decline 
for Jewry. 

Dr. Simon argues that from 
the days of the prophet Samuel, 
two trends have fought for dom- 
inance in Jewish life and history. 

One is represented by the 
priest and the politicans who 
argued that Jews must have a 
state, a king, an army and all 
the other attributes of political 
status. 

The other trend, represented 
by the prophets, the great rab- 
dis and spiritual leaders, held 
that Jews were a unique group 
held togéther by spiritual bonds 
and that a soil and a state did 
Not matter, Simon argues, 

Dr. Sinton contends that the 
end of the epoch that began with 
the destruction of the Temple by 
the Romans is an act of retro- 
gression and spiritual decline in 
Jewish history. 





Anglo-Jewish Weekly Said No 
Chicago Sentinel Charges UJA 
Tried to Muzzle It With Ad Bribe

CHICAGO—The Chicago Jewish SENTINEL charged this week 


that the United Jewish Appeal had attempted to end the weekly’s 
criticism of certain trends in U. S. Jewish fund-raising by an offer 
of advertising if the weekly would stop its campaign. 


In an editorial “Statement of Public Policy,” the weekly re. 


newed its charges that “a small 
clique, members of the Ameri- 
can Jewish committee, acting in 
the name of a holding company, 
have seized absolute control of 
Jewish life.” 

“Utilizing: their grip on the 
United Jewish Appeal and the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds, whose boards 
they completely dominate, they 
have fashioned a veritable ‘trust’ 
through which they are able to 
dictate the policies of practically 
every Jewish organization de- 
pendent on public funds,” the edi- 
torial said. 


The SENTINAL has been 
making similar charges for 
more than a year, culminating 
re cently in an accusation that 
“although the United Jewish 
Appeal spent millions of dol- 
lars last year on all kinds of 
publicity and newspaper adver- 
tisements, very little, if any, 
went into the English-Jewish 
press,” 

“We further pointed out that 
the American Jewish Committee 
was making a determined bid for 
the controlling shares of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, the 
only Jewish world-wide news 
gathering service,” the editorial 
said. “As a matter of fact, they 
have offered as much as a mil- 
lion dollars to gain this control.”

The resolution was passed by 
the convention but only after the 
single floor battle of all the ses- 
sions. The strategy of the CPZ, 
which was directed in the floor 
by Louis Lipsky, was to move 
that the resolution be referred to 
the incoming administration for 
action. Failing to achieve this, the 
€PZ’s Ezra Shapiro read the first 
statement. (text on this page). 

Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver fought 
vigorously for vindication of his 
resignation from the American 
Zionist Emergency Council and 
the Jewish Agency executive. The 
latter was in_ direct’ protest 
against the decision of the Jew- 
ish Agency, at an unprecedented 
pleanary session earlier this year 
in New York, to bow to the de- 
mands of Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
in the fight over contro] of the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

Repudiation Held Involved 

Dr. Silver said that if the first 
statement of the CPZ was adopt- 
ed, it would amount to repudia- 
tion by the convention of him and 
Dr. Emanuel Neumann, outgoing 
ZOA president. At one time in the 
see-saw fight it seemed that the 
persuasive logic of Lipsky would 
win the day for the CPZ but Dr. 
Silver came back to the floor with 
a devastating appeal and his vin- 
dication resolution passed over- 
whelmingly. 

One After Another 

But settlement of that fight led 
to a greater one. Following his 
pre-arranged strategy, Shapiro 
read his statement. It brought an 
uproar which eould hardly be 
quieted. 

Following passage of the “au- 
tonomy” resolution, the conven- 
tion afternoon session was ad- 
journed. It was already past seven 
p.m, but the evening session was 
announced for 8 p.m. 

The delegates reassembled by 
9 p.m. but for almost two hours 
the scheduled election of officers 
for the coming administration did 
not take place. Shapiro told The

RESOLUTION ON AUTONOMY 


The Convention notes with deep regret the unprecedented in- 
tervention: of the Executive of the Jewish Agency in local admin- 
istrative problems arising on the American scene which have been 
traditionally the province and responsibility of American Zionists 
and confided to their discretion. This intervention caused the res- 
ignation of Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, Chairman of the American Sec- 
tion of the Jewish Agency, and Dr. Emanuel Neumann, a member 
of the Agency Executive, from their positions on that body. 

The Convention expresses its conviction that the well estab- 
lished administrative autonomy of American Zionist bodies and 
their self-direction within the constituutional framework of the 
World Zionist Movement should be respected in the future. 

The Convention therefore resolves: , 

That the resignations of Dr. Silver and Dr. Neumann from the 
Jewish Agency Executive were in the circumstances fully war- 
ranted. 

That it is in the interest of the World Zionist Movement and 
of Israel that the influence of the Zionist Organization of America 
in all fund-raising activities and institutions in the United States 
shall be preserved and its representation on the governing bodies 
of American Zionist funds shall be unimpaired. 

That the administrative autonomy heretofore enjoyed by Amer- 
ican Zionist bodies within the framework of the World Zionist 
Movement and its eonstitutional provisions, shall be vigorously 
asserted and fully preserved and safeguarded in the future. 

That the same principle shall apply to the relations between the 
Agency Executive and well established and responsible national and 
territorial Zionist bodies everywhere throughout the world. 

That the National Executive Committee and incoming admin- 
istration of the ZOA be advised and directed to take all steps neces- 
sary and possible to assure these results. 


STATEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 
PROGRESSIVE ZIONISM 


In the recent controversy with regard to the organization of 
the United Jewish Appeal for 1949, the CPZ has supported the action 
of the Jewish Agency Executive which in our opinion has saved 
the UJA campaign and has maintained and safeguarded the auto- 
nomy of the Jewish Agency and the World Zionist Organization. 

On the question of administrative autonomy of the ZOA, we 
do not feel that the action of the Jewish Agency has violated it. 
The campaign of the UJA is not the sole responsibility of the ZOA 
but of all Zionist groups and primarily of the Jewish Agency which 
is the main recipient of these funds. On the principle of adminis- 
trative autonomy of the territorial Zionist organizations and the 
ZOA there is no difference of opinion. But this principle can apply 
only to the administrative problems of the ZOA, its internal setup 
and its own special funds, but not to the Keren Hayesod and the 
Keren Kayemeth (Jewish National Fund and Palestine Foundation 
Fund) and the United Palestine Appeal, which is the fund-raising 
agency for both. These funds are the concern of the whole Zionist 
movement and naturally also of its supreme authority, the Jewish 
Agency executive. 

For these reasons we cannot accept the resolution proposed 
by the political committee at this convention. As this is a matter 
of principle and conscience, we cannot feel bound by the resolution 
now presented if adopted by the Convention. We will remain free 
to act on this issue as we see it individually and we will claim the 
same freedom of action of every delegate is in any event assured 
by the rules of the World Zionist Organization. 

We are honor bound to make this statement so that no mis- 
understanding may result from the fact that we have joined the 
new administration. 

We intend to cooperate fully with the new President and the 
administration but we will retain our freedom with regard to the 
very vital problem dealt with by this resolution.

I Think As I Please 


DON'T DISMISS THE RIFKIND REPORT; 
IT CLEARS WAY FOR ZOA’S FUTURE 


By CARL ALPERT 
ELEGATES reporting in at the ZOA convention received a kit 
of materials which weighed about half a pound, including 
several dozen assorted reports, pamphlets, folders and advertising 
brochure. Yet the item which in most cases commanded immediate 
attention was the small and modest leaflet which had been widely 
heralded in advance as the Rifkind Report. 


There were some gasps of surprise when it was noted that 
the report, rgsult of many months of study, encome 
passed a scanty 16 small pages; many, it seemed, 
had expected an imposing volume of evidence, 
testimony and findings. 

There was disappointment, too. “Why,” dele- 
gates were heard to exclaim. ‘“There’s nothing 
new in this! This is the same thing Zionists have 
been saying for the past year, since the estab» 
lishment of the State of Israel. Of course we 
know that our program must now concentrate 
on the educational and cultural tasks here, and 
on the economic tasks in Israel.” 





What they missed, however, was that while many of these 
thoughts had been heard in scattered and random fashion, this 
was the first time they had been collated, systematized, and set 
down in ordered, logical sequence. To be sure there was nothing 
new or Startling in the Rifkind Report, but the mere formulation 
of the principles in this fashion was a contribution of high order, 
For that matter, the Basle Program of 1897, which dectors? that 
the goal of the Zionist movement was the establishment of a le 
gally secured, publicly recognized Jewish Homeland in : « ue, 
was not new. It was the timing and the formulation which made 
that statement historic. 


Veteran Zionist Louis Lipsky, incidentally, a dissenting mem- 
ber of the committee which produced the report, based his opposi- 
tion, among other reasons, on sentimental grounds. It was un- 
seemly, he said to replace the Basle Program, one of the hallowed 
sancta of Jewish life, with another and more “modern” document. 
He would not have objected to adding to the Basle Program, but 
merely shunting it aside seemed sacrilegious. 

Several aspects of the Report commanded attention even at 
first reading. First was the disclaimer that this was anything in 
the nature of a new Torah from Sinai. Emphasis was placed on 
the “character of tentativeness, as a record of exploration rather 
than the announcement of discovery.” The Commission suggested 
that following the convention the report be circularized “as ma- 
terial for study and public discussion,” following which it will be re 
ferred to the National Administrative Council. This will be done 
and the report will be accompanied by Judge Rifkind’s brilliant 
explanatory address which accompanied the presentation. 

The new aims of the Zionist movement are simply expressed: 
To safeguard the integrity and independence of Israel by moral 
and material assistance; to assist in the organization of Jewry for 
this purpose; to strengthen Jewish sentiment and consciousnes= 
as a people and promote its cultural creativity. 


AGAIN AND AGAIN THE REPORT emphasizes the clear-cut 
separation which exists between the state of Israel and Jews else- 
where. Every mention of Zionist activity iss accompanied by such 
phrases as “in conformity with local law,” or “consistent with the 
laws of the several countries where Zionists are nationals or in- 
habitants.” Surely this should prove reassuring to our worried 
brethren of the American Council for Judaism. 


A sharp blow is struck at Zionist partisan activities in the 
Diaspora in these words: “It is not in the interest of the Zionist 
movement that Jews living outside of Israel should maintain affili- 
ation with the political parties of Israel as such, shape their policies, 
or be subject to their direction.” But the next sentence appears to 
negate this principle, as follows: “Nonetheless, it is understood 
that Jews outside of Israel will continue to differ oa the manner in 
which they will wish to see Israel develop and will continue to give 
sympathetic support to like-minded enterprises and movements in 
Israel.” 

The Report suggests further liberties with some of the hal- 
lowed traditions of the movement. It recommends decentraliza- 
tion of the World Zionist Organization and the setting up of 
autonomous territorial bodies; it sees no further use for the 
Shekel as evidence of electoral franchise. It asks scrapping of 
the policy which has heretofore given Palestinian Jewry double 
representation in the Zionist Congresses, 

The Report will be debated for months to come. It will be con 
demned as extreme heresy on the one hand, and as a disappointing 
much-ado-about-nothing on the other. The truth is that it is an in- 
telligent, well-written document which for the first time introduces 
order into the chaotic discussions which have heretofore been held 
on the future functions of Zionism. It is a substantial point of de 
parture for such further change as will be made im the evolving 
new conception of Zionist philosophy.

U.S. Jew Faces Deportation Order 
For Staying in Palestine Too Long 


WASHINGTON—tThe case of a naturalized New York Jew who 
is threatened with an exclusion order which may mean his deporta- 
tion as a stateless Jew because he stayed in Palestine too long may 
come before the U. S. Supreme Court soon, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency reported this week. 








Milton Friedman, writing in his JTA column, “Capital Spot. 
light,” said that Louis B. Lapides became naturalized in 1928 and 
later went to Palestine. He returned from Palestine in 1947, after 
an absence of 13 years and was told he had lost his citizenship. 


Involved in the case is a charge by the American Jewish 
Congress that a portion of the Nationality Act affecting Lapides 
was aimed deliberately at Zionists. 


Lapides appealed the exclusion order and his appeal was denied 
by the U. S. Court of Appeals here, Friedman reported. Jack Was.

A JEWESS BY BIRTH ONLY 
EXPLAINS WHY SHE BELONGS

YOUNG woman whose only tie with Judaism was by accident 
A of birth does some soul searching in an article called “What 
Am 1?” for WOMAN’S DAY magazine. 

Eleanor Rice, an author of several books, desires 
nothing more than to be like her neighbors, but & 
feels as long as Jews are perscuted, it is only right , 
that she announce her Jewishness. 

She states her case so well that we are quoting 
as much as space will allow: 


1 AM A JEW. Oram I?—my _ grandparents 
eame to America from Germany on the wave of 
Jiberalism which temporarily swept Europe in the 
middle of the last century. 

My mother and father were born in America. They were both 
the products of liberal homes, of parents who were proud to have 

rown off the shackles of prejudice, of difference from their 
neighbors and who were in turn proud that their parents had dis- 
earded the shackles of conformity to what seemed to them a dark 
religion. It had seemed like that to many Jews of the time, so much 
so, that the movement which brought them and thousands like them 
jnto the cultural stream of the nineteenth century was called the 
Enlightenment Movement. 

They had come up out of the ghetto into the light. Hebrew 
Jearning Seemed to them a voyage back into the middle ages. 
The isolation of Jewish ritual, Jewish diet, a Jewish way of life 
was an impediment that Kept them from living at ease with 
their neighbors, kept them from the rich broad civilization of 
Western Europe which was their physical and cultural home. 
They—my grandparents—embraced modern Western culture, 
and made it possible for their children to feel at home in it. 

My mother and father were brought up as agnostics. I knew I 
was a Jew, but I was a child in those halcyon days where there 
was still a world in which this this did not matter. It was neither 
a vice nor a virtue. It was not even a condition. It was something 
you learned to say, like your name. . 


& 

IT IS FREQUENTLY SUGGESTED, and usually with consider- 
able heat, that the only dignity for a Jew is to be 100 per cent 
Jewish. To go back to the ways of his Jewish ancestors ... For those 
Jews to whom these rituals and customs are spiritnally important, 
this may well be best, as it always is best to be what they are or 
feel they are. For me and many thousands like me this would 
be thoroughly dishonest and dishonesty is never dignified. It 
would be to take on a way of life which had no relation to one’s 
desire or convictions. It would be a parady and ridiculing of those 
people to whom that religion and that way of life are a reality. It 
would be much like demanding of all the descendants of Puritans 
that they wear Puritan costumes and live in log cabins. 

Yet I know many Jews today who are having something of 
this reaction. Though they have never been in a synagogue them- 
selves, they are bringing up their children to go to religious school, 
learn Hebrew, and keep the Jewish holidays; to be, in fact, bellig- 
erently Jewish. 

This is an 





understandable decision, The parents argue that 
their children will sooner or Jater have to face prejudice. and that 
a feeling for Jewish tradition, the sense that there is some virtue 
in being Jewish, will be the best defense they can have. Perhaps 
Surely they need some defense. And yet what con- 
fusion children must feel when they see that their parents 
do not accept that tradition and that religion for hemselves. Is 
there not a kind of dishonesty in this solution, too?...

A GENTILE FRIEND OF MINE recently asked me why I in- 
sisted on saying I was Jewish. “Are you a Jew by religion,” he 
asked me. I said I was not. “Do you believe that the Jews are a 
race?” “No.” ° 

“Do you believe you are closer in feeling and sympathy to a 
religious East European Jew than to the people among whom you 
were brought up?” “Obviously no,” T answered him. 

“All right, then, what makes you a Jew?” 

“The fact that people say I am. The fact that a person’s atti- 
tude toward me might be different if he knew I was what he calls a 
Jew—And there’s something else. While there are people who are 
distinguishable as Jews and who are persecuted as Jews, I owe it 
to them to announce my own background. Perhaps the answer is 
that while one person is persecuted for being Jewish, no so-called 
Jew has the right to deny his identity. 

“According to Hitler’s racial laws, I'm Jewish. But while there 
are people who make such laws or people who would like to make 
them, I and many others like me will continue to be Jewish.”

WO recipes are offered this week for chicken, one “hot” and 
one cold: 3 
PRESSED OR JELLIED CHICKEN 
Cut chicken into small pieces, then cook and prepare according to 
directions in recipe for Pressed or Jellied Veal. Remove skin and 
bones from chicken carefully before grinding meat. 
PRESSED OR JELLIED VEAL 
veal, or half veal and half 4o teaspoon peppercorns 
chicken 1 bay leaf, if desired 
knuckle of veal 1 onion 
hot water salt and pepper 
Have knuckle of veal sawed in pieces. Place in pot, add meat, add 
hot water to cover, add peppercorns, bay leaf if desired, and onion, 
cover pot tightly, and let simmer until meat is very tender. By this 
time, liquid in pot should be reduced to about 1 cup. Sirain liquid, 
chill, and remove fat. Grind meat very fine-until like powder, and 
season highly with salt and pepper. Prepare in either of the fol- 
lowing ways: 
Number 1 
Add to the ground meat enough of strained liquid to bind it. Pack 
into a greased bread pan, and press with a heavy weight. Or form 
into shape of a loaf, place on plate, cover with another plate, and 
cover plate with a heavy weight. Chill loaf thoroughly. Serve whole, 
garnished with parsley and lemon slices. Slice at table, and serve 
with pickles and olives. 
Number 2 
Grease a large mould, or several small, individual moulds. Line 
bottom of mould with a layer of sliced, hard-cooked eggs, cover, if 
desired, with a layer of chopped parsley, then pack in a layer of 
ground meat. Repeat with another layer of eggs, parsley if desired, 
and meat. Pour strained liquid over meat. Press with a heavy 
weight, and chill thorougly. When ready to serve, dip mould in 
hot water for a few seconds, and turn out onto a plate. Serve with 
pickles and olives.

Chicago Rabbis Favor

CHICAGO—A proposal that 
may give Chicago Jewry a Jew- 
ish community council was adopt- 
ed unanimously this week by the 
Chicago Rabbinical Association. 

The proposal was submitted by 
Rabbi Morton Berman, spiritual 
leader of Temple Isaiah Israel, 
who was elected president. His 
plan was adopted as a major im- 
mediate goal of Chicago’s rabbis. 

Rabbi Berman said the associa- 
tion will undertake, with the aid 
of experts, a survey of the Chi- 
cago Jewish community and its 
organizational life. 

If the survey findings show a 
need, the association will ‘“recom- 
mend formation of a democratic- 
ally organized Jewish community 
council,” Rabbi Berman said, 
commenting that Chicago has 
lagged behind other cities in this 
respect.

MOSCOW — (JTA) — The cur- 
rent issue of the Soviet review, 
NEW TIMES, renews the charge 
this week of an Anglo-American 
“conspiracy” in the Middle East 
designed to create a “strategic 
springboard aimed against the 
Soviet Union.”

A National Study of the Kosher Situation 


HE action of the Detroit Jewish Commu- 
fe Council in sponsoring a limited boy- 
cott of its kosher butcher establishments might 
lead to similar boycotts in other communities 
where the butchers refuse to cooperate. 

The boycott was called in Detroit because 
a minimum demand of the Community Council 
that price lists be displayed in all the butcher 
shops was rebuffed. 

The Kosher meat situation is serious enough 
in all Jewish communities to warrant a thor- 
ough study by a responsible Jewish agency on 
a national scale. There must be a criteria by 


which the contention of the kosher butcher that 
his expenses are greater can be fairly weighed. 
No one wants to penalize kosher butchers. If 
the high prices are warranted because of the 
peculiarities of supplying kosher products, then 
perhaps some other method such as a subsidy 
can be found to bring these prices down to the 
reach of the average pocketbook. 

But the present situation is getting nowhere 
fast. The housewife blames the butcher. The 
high prices drive the Jewish housekeeper to 
buy treifa meats, and generally everyone is dis- 
satisfied, ' 


Don’t Tour Israel Now! 


T IS clear now that Israel will only suffer if 
I those who plan a tour of Israel go through 
with such plans. 

Soon enough Israel will be begging for tour- 
ists; in all countries touring has become a sub- 
stantial industry. But at present those whto 


want to see Israel should postpone their trips 
for another year or so until the land is ready 
to receive them. Their coming at this time will 
only work a hardship on the Israeli and further 
strain the already scarce—if not exhausted— 
supplies, transportation facilities and housing.

Jews should attend synagogues regularly 
in joy as well as infrequently in sorrow, 
says Rabbi Samuel Rosinger of Temple 
Emanuel in Beaumont, Tex.—The late Oscar 
Hammerstein lost a fortune in an opera house 
which he built in Chicago in competition to the 
Metropolitan of New York City. The venture was 
a colossal failure, and when he was asked how 
such a man of his vast theatrical experience 
could commit such a grave error in judgment, 
he answered, “I made ample provisions for 
everything that augured well for success. I 
engaged the best architects and the most gift- 
ed singers that money could secure, I made 
but one fatal mistake. I forgot te build an 
audience into my opera house.” 

The same reason accounts for the failure of 
the synagogue. Congregations build expensive 
and ornamental houses of worship. They en- 
gage excellent choirs and eloquent rabbis. 
They omit but one indispensable feature—they 
fail to build in an audience. 

Our people flock everywhere, They belong 
to civic clubs, and how punctual and regular 
are they in attendance!! Heaven forbid that 
they miss a meeting, whether the mercury 





climbs to bloodheat. or sinks below freezing. 
Out of the seven nights of the week, Friday 
night seems to be the most favorable time to 
go to the movies and other places of amuse 
ment. 

We have tried every dignified means at our 
disposal to induce the habitual absentees to 
attend divine servicee. We have scores of 
men and women in our congregation who 
have enjoyed the abuntant blessings of God 
in health and prosperity, and whom epratitude 
ought to move to “enter His gates. with 
Thanksgiving and His courts with praise,” and 
yet, they fail to take advantage of the preat- 
est blessing which we enjoy in this land, name- 
ly RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. They cannot ap- 
preciate the joy of worship and the privilege 
of prayer. They cannot open their hearts to 
the hallowing influence of religion. The pro

Denies Anti-Semitism 

NEW YORK — Documents in- 
cluded in a Roman Catholic ver- 
sion of the events preceding the 
arreset and life imprisonment of 
Cardinal Mindzenty of Hungary 
were offered this week to refute 
Communist sharges that the 
Cardinal favored anti-Semitic 
measures against Jews during 
the Hitler terror. 


The documents made up a new 
book, “Cardinal Mindzenty 
Speaks,’ published by Longmans, 
Green and Co., which states in 
a foreword that the new book is 
a White Book authorized by the 
prelate, 


One of the documents is a 
pastoral letter of May 24, 1945 
which deplores war destruc 
tion in Hungary and cited earl 
ier Official Catholic rotests 
against violations of the “in- 
nate rights of man.” 

The letter also said that Cath- 
olice opposition had been largely 
responsible for the defeat of anti- 
Semitic laws before Hungary 
was taken over by the Nazis and 
that Catholics had oposed Hung- 
ary’s entrance into the war on 
the side of Hitler.

Rabbinical Council Bids U.S. Jews 
Accept Israel as Religious Court 


ATLANTIC CITY, N, J.—The Rabbinical Council of America 
formally called on U, S. Jewry this week to recognize the Chief 
Rabbinate of Israel as the central authority for world Jews. 


The call was embodied in a 


resolution adopted last week by 


150 Neo-Orthodox rabbis from the U. S. and Canada at the 13th 


annual convention of the Rab- 


binical Council, 

The convention also approved 
a resolution to accept an invita- 
tion from Chief Rabbi Isaac Her- 
zog of Israel to send a delegation 
to the World Rabbinical Confer- 
ence next year in Jerusalem and 
ultimately set up a central reli- 
gious authority for world Jewry. 

Discussing the relationship of 
the American Jewry with the 
proposed authority, Rabbi Char- 
les B. Chavel of Edgemere, L. L, 
told the convention that “it is 
clear that the relationship is 
purely voluntary and that there- 
fore the Chief Rabbinate will act 
as a guiding light to all Jewish 
communities that seek religious 
instruction in the light of Torah 
and its oral traditions.” 


Proposes Orthodox Union 

Chief Rabbi Herzog told the 
convention that the united forces 
of Orthodoxy in the U. S. should 
join with the Rabbinate and the 
United Orthodox bloc in Israel 
to establish “a unique democratic 
state based on original Biblical 
concepts.” 

“True democracy does not 
mean a spiritless, godless state,” 
Rabbi Herzog said. “Although 
the state will not interfere with 
the freedom of the individual, it 
must bear the specific impress of 
a God-conscious people.” 

That statement differed some- 
what from those made by Rabbi 
Herzog in an exclusive interview 
with The Post when he said that 
such matters of personal status 
as marriage and divorce are ex- 
clusively in the province of the 
Orthodox rabbinate in _ Israel. 
Marriage between a Jew and a 
non-Jew in Israel, for exampk, 
is banned. (NJP May 20)

The assembly, which its Labor 
Zionist Organization of America 
sponsors hope will attract 1,000 
delegates, will be held for three 
days starting June 20 at the Ho- 
tel New Yorker. Rabbi Wohl, for- 
mer national chairman of the Lea- 
gue for Labor Palestine, is one of 
the sponsors. 


Objectives of Meeting 

Rabbi Wohl said the assembly, 
which it is hoped will be the first 
of a series of annual meetings, 
aims at two objectives. One is to 
win the support of U.S. Jewish 
intellectual leadership for the so- 
cial advances developed by the 
present labor government in Is- 
rael. The other is to explore the 
possibilities of applying the spec- 
jal skills of such leadership both 
to the needs of Israel and to the 
program of Labor Zionism in the 
United States. 

He emphasized that the as- 
sembly is in no sense a strictly 
party activity by LZOA, nor is 
any sort of party movement or 
LZOA affiliated expected or 
sought from the assembly.

N. Y. Board Upholds 
‘Oliver Twist’ Ruling

NEW YORK—The N. Y, City 
board of education announced 
this week it had decided to keep 


Charles Dickens’ “Oliver Twist’ 


on the approved list of reading 


material for high school students. 
The action, which also applied 


to the Shakespearian play, “The 


Merchant of Venice,” followed a 
demand by former magistrate Jo- 
seph Goldstein that the books be 
barred on grounds they tend to 
create anti-Semitic feelings. 
Goldstein indicated he would 
start legal proceedings at once 
to get the two books barred. 

Dr. William Jansen, superin- 
tendent of schools, said that sev- 
eral members of a reading com- 
mittee, which unanimously 
agreed to retain the books, were 
Jewish, 

He said only two teachers had 
used the Dickens novel recently 
and that no new copies had been 
purchased for several years. 





First Translation 
Of Maimonides Out 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.—The 
Yale University Press this week 
published the first volume of an 
English translation of the Code 
of Maimonides, often called the 
father of modern Judaism. 

Officials said the book rep- 
resented the first time that 
any part of the famous Code 
has ever been translated into 
any language from the orig- 
inal Hebrew. 

The event marks the start of 
a 15-volume translation of the 
entire Code, prepared under aus- 
pices of Judaica Research at Yale. 
The first volume is “The Book 
of Civil Laws,” Book 13 in the 
Maimonides Code. The transla- 
tion was by Jacob Rabinowitz, a 
New York attorney. 

The Code is regarded as the 
most detailed and systematic ex- 
position of Jewish civil law after 
the close of the Talmud. The Rab- 
inowitz translation contains five 
treatises on the laws of hiring, 
of borrowing and depositing, of 
creditor and debtor, of pleading 
and of inheritance. 





Israel, England 
Reach Trade Deal 


LONDON—Israel scored a ma- 
jor diplomatic victory this week 
when an agreement was reached 
with Britain that will enable the 
Jewish State to spend about $28,- 
000,000 in the sterling area in the 
next six months. 

The amount represents about 
25 per cent of all the wartime 
sterling held in Israel's account 
in London and _ frozen since 
February, 1948. At that date, Pal- 
estine was removed from the ster- 


ling area, 
The Israeli, who badly need 
capital equipment and consum- 


ers goods, were pleased by the 
agreement, which climaxed sev- 
eral months of negotiation. Brit- 
ish exporters also were expected 
to benefit. 

David Horowitz, director gen- 
eral of the Israeli treasury, said 
the agreement was a reasonable 
compromise.
